The building of a world-record-breaking 
battleship of no less than 32,000 tons, to 
cost approximately $18,000,000, was his 
ultimate plan, said the Secretary, who 
added that he would ask Congress to au- 
thorize the construction of such a vessel 
next year. 

The Secretary said that it was his pur- 
pose that the United States should not 
follow in the wake of any other nation in 
naval advancement, but that in essential 
particulars it should take the lead. He 
Gid not refer in this instance particularly 
to*naval strength in number of ships or 
armament, but to various features of im- 
provenmient in the efficiency of ships and 
guns.

That the explosion occurred in some 
one’s hands was further indicated by the 
fact that while it tore the man’s fingers 
off with force enough to spatter. the 
kitchen wall, it did not break the glass 
of a mirror hanging a few feet away, 
and had shattered only two panes of the 
four in the kitchen window. 

In a leisurely search of the deserted 
apartment the police found several letters 
addressed to Barry, but they threw no 
light on the experimental work with ex- 
plosives. Under the kitchen tabie they 
found a can filled with scrap iron and 
pebbles and several cans that were empty. 
The police concluded that these were the 
rough materials for the manufacture of 
bombs. A stove four feet from the table, 
on. which lay the powder-burned shears, 
showed no indication of having been dis- 
turbed, A fire was burning in it and a 
clock on a mantel above it was still 
going. 

Capt. Hughes said late last night that 
he hoped to be able to make an arrest 
before long, as he had notified all the 
city hospitals to look out for a man with 
an injured hand. He felt sure that the 
man whose fingers the police have would 
be forced to seek treatment. 

In an effort to trace the history of the 
Barry family, Capt. Hughes questioned 
tenants in the building, and in that ad- 
joining it on the west.

The time having:

The imperative duty before this country 
is not merely to get rid of an unfaithful 
public servant. A far more important duty 
is 40° bring about a fundamental change in 
the law and the practice toward conserva- 
tion, to prevent for the future what has 
been -in’ the past the almost inevitable 
sacrifice of the public welfare, and to make 
possible hereafter the utilization of the 
natural resources and the natural ad- 
vantages for the benefit of all the people 
instead of merely for the profit of a few.

Examination Is Begun. 


‘The committee room was crowded to 
thie doors when Mr. Pinchot took the stand, 
many women, including his mother, being 
present. The audience Hstened with the 
closest attention to eyerything he had to 
sav, and it was evident that its sympathy 
was largely with him. When he had 
concluded his formal statement, Senator 
Nelson, Chairman of the committee, asked 
him if he desired to be sworn as to st, 
end to have it included in his testimony.

It began 
with a statement of Mr. Pinchot’s ser- 
wiees to the Government. The witness 
told of the growth of the Forest Service 
since he was first connected with it. Mr. 
Pinchot said he first entered the service 
in 1896, under Secretary Hoke Smith, as 
@ Special agent in the Land Office, to in- 
spect forest reserves. 

Mr. Pinchot said that Mr. Ballinger, 
as’ Commissioner of the Land Office in 
1907, protested against the creation of the 
“hugach forest reserve in Alaska.

of the Cunningham coal claims. 

The contract for ‘ co-operative agree- 
ment,’’ calling for co-operation between 
ep interior Department and the Forest 
Service, arranged by Secretary Wilson of 
thé Department of Agriculture, and for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior Garfield, 
was introduced in evidence.

‘“*T don’t know. I thought he must have 
referred to some other decision. There is 
an earlier decision by the Controller on 
June 10, 1907, which I contend specifically 
authorizes the agreement which Mr. Bal- 
linger abrogated.” 

The witness explained in some detail as 
to how the agreement came to be made. 
In the forestry there were trained men 
who were sent to the Indian lands by the 
Department of the Interior and were paid 
out of the Indian funds. This was done 
instead of hiring outside men. 

Mr. Pinchot read a long detailed state- 
ment of the work accomplished by the 
men of the forestry on Indian reserva- 
tions. When he had concluded an ad- 
journment was taken until next Tuesday 
at 10 A. M. 


Taft Letters Not to be Revealed. 

The reference made by Mr. Pinchot to 
his letter of Nov. 4 to President Taft 
means that this correspondence Is not to 
be made public. It has been known to 
friends of President Taft for some time 
that there was a correspondence between 
him and Mr. Pinchot relative to the ac- 
cusations against Mr. Ballinger which 
had not been included by the President 
in the papers sent te the Senate in re- 
sponse to the Flint resolution. Mr. Taft 
held those papers out of that response 
hecause it was personal correspondence, 
and he did not deem it essentially re- 
sponsive to the Flint inguiry. 

From the first it had been the expec- 
tation that Mr. Pinchot would sooner or 
later take the r6éle of chief prosecutor of 
Mr. Ballinger. That is exactly the atti- 
tude in which his statement of to-day 
leaves him. He has now undertaken to 
make the case officially his own, and the 
issue is squarely joined. The result is 
to place the Republican Party, as rep- 
resented by the White House and the 
Interior Department, in fact by the Ad- 
ministration generally, fairly on trial be- 
fore the country on charges of unfaith- 
fulness to its own declarations and prom- 
ises. The question of possible fraud in 
the Alaska coal claims has been subor- 
dinated, becoming by this move- merely 
one of the items of evidence and not one 
of the vital matters. 

When Mr. Pinchot was removed from 
the office of Forester it was expected that 
the war in the Republican Party would 
break immediately into violent activity. 
But his comparative silence in the last 
few weeks has permitted that expectation 
to wane somewhat. His action to-day, 
however, shows that his silence was 
merely the ominous calm before the storm 
that now may be expected to expend its 
full fury before abatement. 

The forenoon session was devoted in 
part to a further examination of W. W.

His American Flag First Seen in That 
Region Since Stanley’s Time—Na- 


tives Compare Two Explorers. 





GONDOKORO, Sudan, on the Upper 
Nile, Feb. 26.—Theodore Roosevelt and 
his son Kermit, accompanied by the mem- 
bers of their shooting party, arrived here 
this ‘evening «on the Belgian gunboat 
Boch. All were looking wonderfully well. 
Col. Roosevelt, in the last expedition, 
killed one bull giant eland, while Kermit 
killed a bull and a cow. They had spent 
twelve to fourteen hours daily in the 
chase. The heads of the animals are con- 
sidered extraordinarily fine. 

Col. Roosevelt said to-night that he 
was greatly pleased at the success of 
his hunting expeditions, but will hunt no 
further, unless Lake No offers an easy 
opportunity to secure some specimens of 
rare animals which the party has a3 yet 
failed to get. Lake No is a body of water 
on the lower reaches of the Nile, which 
is so overgrown with weeds that its exact 
extent has never been determined. Kermit 
superintended the work of preserving the 
Skins and the skeletons of the elands, 
which are the oniy specimens which have 
been brought out of the Congo. 

The ex-President’s American flag, 
which was carried at the head of his 
expedition, was the first seen in the Con- 
go since the days of Stanley, and the na- 
tives bestowed upon Col. Roosevelt names 
similar to those which had been given to 
Stanley, and, in fact, seemed to look upon 
the Roosevelt party as similar in kind to 
that led by the famous explorer. 

The Americans will start on Monday 
for Mongalla, where plans are being made 
to give the ex-President an enthusiastic 
reception. Mongalla is being decorated 
with flags, and the Belgian officials at 
Lado have made a giant American flag 
which will be flying high when the guest 
arrives A dinner for Mr. Roosevelt's 
party will be given by the Governor of 
Mongalla. 

To-day, before the return of Col. Roose- 
velt, all the porters and half the servants 
of the expedition began their return to 
Kampala and Nairobi. As the first fifteen 
porters started out from this place on 
their way back they were singing jubi- 
lantly at the prospects of an idle life on 
the savings from their wages. 

ROME, Feb. 26.—Arrangements are al- 
ready being planned for Mr. Roosevelt's 
visit here.

caveral small riots broke out-in 
the Kensington district late this after- 
neon, when bands of young men started 
in to attack cars that were run through 
that section of the city by non-union 
men. A motorman was dragged from 
his car and badly beaten, and several 
policemen were roughly handled, but in 
none of the disturbances was any one 
seriously injured. 

The most serious affair occurred about 
6 c'clock at Front Street and Susque- 
hanna Avenue. Front. Street is a busi- 
ness thoroughfare and is aiways crowded 
Saturdays with a holiday. crowd from the 
mills. The city police, with the assistance 
of a few State troopers, had their hands 
full pretty much the entire afternoon. 
Toward evening a crowd gathered at 
Front and Susquehanna Avenue and soon 
was beyond control. Several cars, were 
stoned, bit got through the ‘gathering 
crowd with little trouble. The mob con- 
tinued to grow, and finally a. band of 
young men stopped a car at the inter- 
section of the streets. Quick as a flash 
the crowd was up on the car trying to 
reach the. non-union crew. The lone po- 
liceman fought bravely, but several men

The conductor. managed to get away, 
but the motorman was not so fortunate.

Charge by State Troopers. 


More policemen came running up. 
luctant to draw their revolvers because 
of the women and children caught in the 
crowd, they fought the mob with their 
clubs, but With little effect. “* Here come 
the State cops,’’ some One yelled, and 
there was a movement to break away. A 
half dozen of the mounted police came 
galloping along Front Street and charged 
into the crowd. They droye up on the 
sidewalk and smashed right and left with 
their hickory sticks. Men, women, and 
children were treated alike. An extra 
crack was given where a rioter showed 
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and made unconscious. Walter Graham, 
another passenger, who tried to carry her 
from the car, was attacked and roughly 
handled, but he managed to get the wo- 
man into a drug store on the corner. A 
half dozen people in the crowd were hurt 
by the policemen’s clubs, and were sent 
to hospitals to have their injuries dressed, 
after which they were taken into custody 
charged with rioting. 

The other disturbances in Kensington 
were not so serious, the rioters being dis- 
persed without any damage being done. 

The first trouble to break out in the 
negro sectton occurred late this afternoon 
at Fifth and Lombard Streets, where a 
crowd amused itself in throwing things 
at cars. A riot call.was sent in and a de- 
tail of policemen from a near-by station 
was quickly on the scene and scattered 
the crowd. A detachment of State Fenci- 
bles, the military organization that was 
roughly handled in Kensington last Tues- 
day, was guarding a power house near 
by, but it was not called from the buile- 
in, 

A crowd obstructed the tracks of the 
company on the South Street Bridge, 
erossing the Schuylkill River. Large rocks 
were used and the cars were effectually 
stalled. A small crowd that had gath- 
ered at the bridge refused to let the car 
crew remove the obstructions, and police 
were summoned. The police charged the 
crowd and fired their revolvers in the 
air. Several shots were fired by persons 
in the crowd, but no one was hit. 

Different parts of West Philadelphia re- 
ported attacks on cars, at one place young 
men taking balls froma pcol table and 
throwing them at a car. 

All of the nineteen car barns of the 
rapid transit company were opened to- 
day for the first time since the beginning 
of the strike, and not only was there an 
increase in the number of cars placed in 
service, but in the number of passengers 
carried, as compared with the traffic of 
the previous day. 

In the midnight statement of the com- 
pany it was declared that a number of 
desertions from the carmen’s ranks had 
been reported, and that applications for 
reinstatement were made at several of 
the barns. In some instances strikers’ 
wives made the appeal. Night service was 
given on the principal lines.

To become the first naval power of the 
world in tonnage would mean that tne 
l'nited States would be obliged to quac- 
ruple its building programme and that 
the Naval Appropriation bills would be 
more than $200,000,000 a year instead ot 
about &$120,000,000. In total tonnage this 
country is now second in the Hst of naval 
powers, but Germany is advancing rap- 
idiv and England is far ahead, having 
considerably more than twice the num- 
ber of our ships and more than twice 
the tonnage. In battleships of over 10,- 
OOO tons Great Britain has more than 
double the strength of the United States. 
Great Britain can build a battleship in a 
year, whereas it takes at least three 
years to put one ship into commission for 
the American Navy. 

The British policy has been for years 
to maintain a navy as strong as the 
combined navies of any other two pow- 
ers. With her facilities for rapid con- 
struction she has been abie to keep ahead 
of the United States with ease. For this 
country to attempt now to overtake and 
pass Great Britain would mean not only 
the expenditure of vast sums for bat- 
tleships, but the practical creation of 
new shipyards. It would also mean a 
tremendous increase in navy personnel 
and enlisted strength if the ships were 
to be kept in commission or even used 
sufficiently to render officers and crews 
familiar with them and to make them 
effective fighting units in the navy. 

Among the navies of the world to-day 
Great Britain stands first, with forty- 
one modern battleships, the three largest 
being the Collingwood, St. Vincent, and 
Vanguard, all of 19,250 tons displacement. 
The Dreadnought’s displacement is 17,00 
tons. The United States comes second, 
with twenty-three modern battleships, of 
which the North Dakota and Delaware, 
29,000 tons each, are the two biggest bat- 
tleships in commission in the world. The 
Arkansas and Wyoming, 26,000 tons, now 
being built, are the largest of all. The 
Florida, 21,000, and Utah, 21,825, are also 
in.course of construction.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 26.—Chairman 
Norman E. Mack of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee makes it evident in the 
March number of his magazine, the Na- 
tional Monthly, that he believes the tariff 
and the-high cost of living are to be two 
of. the principal issues of the Democratic 
Congressional campaign of the present 
year. 

Mr. Mack sharply criticises the tariff 
portion of. President Taft’s Lincoln Day 
specch in New York, and declares that 
the President cannot now sustain his 
Winona speech without repudiating. the 
New York address, or vice versa, and 
that he must disavow Senator Aldrich or 
withdraw his declaration on the woolen 
schedule of the Tariff bill. 

‘Try as he will,”’ says Mr. Mack, ‘‘Pres- 
ident Taft cannot read into this tariff 
measure that it is a revision downward. 
On the question of tariff making Mr. Taft 
is an innocent child compared with the 
astute and crafty Aldrich. All the elo- 
quence of the President and all the ex- 
planation of the department figures can- 
not alter the condition in which the con- 
sumer now finds himself.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 26.—An 
Italian who has becn traced almost 
across two continents was arrested 
here this afternoon, at the request of 
the Departmen: of Immigration, on the 
charge of being conneécted with. the mur- 
der of Lieut. Petrosino,, His name is 
Guissceppe Calamia, and he was_ takeh 
into’ custody by Detectives Glynn and 
Mullen, and Immigration Inspector Treze- 
vuk. The police are now seeking another 
Italian who is known to have accom- 
panied Calamia to this country. 

Exactly what connection Calamia had 
with the murder of Detective Petrosino of 
York, who was killed in Italy, is 


not known. ‘The police authorities here 
only know that they were advised by 
Washington of the coming of Calamia and 
his partner and the necessity of his cap- 
ture, ’ 

It is stated that Calamia and his com- 


| panion left Italy immediately after the in- 
i vestigation <nto the killing of Petrosino 


began and came to New Orleans via New 
York. His movements were traced by 
the Washington authorities and his ar- 
rest followed. 

According to persons in the Italian col- 
ony Calamia is known under another 
rame in New York. They claim that 
Calamia was one of the instigators of 
Petrosino, if, in- 
one of the assassins 
with the execution 


deed, he was not 
actually connected 
of the plot. 
Manhattan detectives began the chase 
for Calamia soon after the investigation 
in Italy startes. He left Italy and went 
to Paris Then he came on to New 
York, where he kept in hiding for several 
months. Just when Calamia arrived in 
New Orleans no one seems to know. He 
showed up in the Italian colony just as 
suddenly as he had often disappeared. 
The name of Calamia has been connected 
with many of the m:nor murders with 
which the police of New Orleans have 
to contend. While he did not actually ap- 
pear in the Lamana kidnapping case it 
has always been believed that he knew 
more about the murder of tne Lamana 
boy than had been discovered.

The educational moving. pictures, 
long threatened, have -arrived.' A week 
ago Saturday the Board of Education re- 
‘quested a demonstration by. the Censor- 
ship Board, and last Thursday the pic- 
tures were ‘‘ reeled off’’ before the Eth- 
ical-Social League at the Church of the 
Messiah, Park Avenue and Thirty+fourth 
Street, to receive the indorsement of the 
hundred or so clergymen who belong to 
that organization. The films presented, 
John Collier of the Censorship ‘Board 
said, are not at all the best done in this 
line, but merely the best yet attainable 
in the United States, for the scientffic 
end has been much more thoroughly de- 
veloped in Europe.

Some of the Indian costumes shown are 
imore than 100 years oid, showing to 
great advantage the taste and artistic 
impulses of the American aborigines. 
There are shirts or jackets of doesand 
mountain sheep skins, ornamented with 
beadwork and scalplocks and dyed in un- 
common colorings. some of the costumes 
for the tribal women represent the last 
word in aboriginal dressmaking. 

Among the costumes for men are sev- 
eral war bonnets, covered with’ the tail 
feathers of eagles and from six to seven 
feet in length. The collection also con- 
tains four curious ‘‘ dream bags,’’ con- 
nected with the inner life and aspirations 
of the savage. When an Indian youth 
had begun to think seriously of the re- 
sponsibilities of life and his future he 
would go into the depths of the forest 
to meditate. From an otter skin he would 
make a bag, called his dream bag, into 
which he would put various symbols he 
fancied were in some way connected with 
his destiny. The. four bags are in an 
excellent state of preservation, but the 
symbols are lost. 

Tribes represented in the collection are 
the Apaches, Sioux, Cheyennes, Arapa- 
hoes, Assiniboines, Kiowas, Blackfeet, 
Comanches, Nez Perces, Pawnees, Winne-7* 
bagoes, Crees, Crows, and Navajog.

‘DARTMOUTH HALL BURNS, 


Students Have Narrow Escape in Fire

THEY RELY ON WADSWORTH 





His Record Is Clean, but He Is for the 
Organization—Alids Will Tes- 
tify This Week. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 26.—Although the dis- 
closures brought out through the Alids 
investigation. now pending before the 
Benate have rendered legislative house- 
' gleaning the one great topic at the Cap- 
ital, no steps have been taken to move 
the concurrent resolutions introduced by 
Senators J. Mayhew Wainwright of 
Westchester and Josiah T. Newcomb of 
New York. 

Two weeks will soon have elapsed since 
the first of these resolutions was intro- 
duced. The second was put in about a 
week later. Both remain buried in the 
Senate Finance Committee. In somewhat 
aifferent terms, both provide for a gen- 
eral investigation of the truth or falsily 
of current reports that duringt he days of 
the “‘ Black Horse Cavalry,’’ which ended 
with the Higgins housecleaning in 1905, 
and, indeed, until within the last two or 
three vears, corrupt influences—emanating 
in some instances from within the dom- 
inant Republican organization and in 
geome instances from without—have been 
potent in making or marring legislation 
in this State. 

This fact, in connection with the atti- 
tude assumed by James W. Wadsworth, 
Jr.. Speaker of the Assembly, and sup- 
ported by the House machine, that no 
investigation should be undertaken unless 
specific charges are preferred against 
some person now a member of the lower 
house, ‘has led to a strong impression here 
that the *‘ Old Guard” leaders in the Re- 
publican organization have decreed that 
with the conclusion of the Alids inquiry 
the inquisitorial searchlight must cease 
to play on the dark spots of the legisla- 
tive record. 


No Suspicion of Wadsworth. 


The position of Speaker Wadsworth in 
khe present Legislature should be under- 
gptood in order that the peculiar signifi- 
ecance attached by some to the stand he 
has taken may be fully appreciated. Per- 
sonally clean, without a shadow of suspi- 
cion resting on him, he is the only leader 
remaining in the Legislature who in these 
days of chaos and disintegration within 


the Republican organization nas displayed 
sufficient courage, or, indeed, shown any 
inclination whatever, to take his stand 
with the old school element within the 
party against the Governor and his poli- 
cies when he believes these policies to be 
fn direct conflict with the interest of the 
organization. : 

Apparently the hold of Speaker Wads- 
worth on the House machine is as firm 
as ever. This means that if either of 
the resolutions of inquiry should pass the 
Senate they could be stopped in the As- 
sembly. But the outlook for these meas- 
ures in the upper house is not good unless 
geome unmistakable expression of public 
sentiment should force the Republicans 
to act. The Democrats, under different 
leadership, would be in & position to force 
the resolutions through by joining hands 
with the Republican insurgent element in 
the upper house, which stands firmly and 
unitedly for the broadest possible inquiry 
and is supported in this stand by such 
upright and independent men among the 
regulars as Senator Wainwright, 

Phere is little hope, however, of any 
Democratic initiative in the matter. Mui- 
nority Leader Grady appears to be per- 
fectly satisfied with the réle he has played 
in the Senate for years—that of being 
assistant majority leader—rather than t2 
be the de facto leader of the Democratic 
minority and pursue a policy which might 
reflect credit on the party and be turned 
to good account in the coming campaign. 

Speaker Wadsworth made his attitude 
clear in the speech he delivered from the 
‘ floor of the Assembly last Monday night, 
when the Chanler resolution, providing 
for a legislative investigation of the sug- 
gestions, reflecting on the honor and dig- 
. nity of the lower house with which the 
testimony at the Allds investigation has 
been shot through, was up for debate. The 
Chanler resolution, emanating from the 
minority, was doomed to defeat as a mai- 
ter of course. But the Speaker went out 
of his way to make it clear that he took 
his stand at that particular time for the 
purpose of not committing the Assembly 
to favorable action on any measure with 
the same end in view which in the ordi- 
nary course of legislative procedure might 
reach the lower house. This utterance, 
according to the opinion prevalent here, 
could have regard to nothing except the 
two resolutions now pending in the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee. 


‘Big Leaders Are Involved. 


It was during the week prior to the 
fensational appeal of the Speaker to his 
following in the Assembly that there had 


occurred in the Allds testimony the first 
references to payments made to and or- 
ders having a bearing on bills before the 
Legislature, issued by men so exalted in 
the Republican Party councils as were 
former United States Senator Thomas C. 
Platt and Col. George Washington Dunn, 
ex-Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. 

Since then new trails leading to high 

laces in the Republican organization 

ave been picked up by the alert lawyers 
representing Senator Alids. James W. 
Osborne, who is conducting the prosecu- 
tion for Senator Conger, was led to assert 
the other day that these names were 
being dragged in with a view of injecting 
into the hearing an animus that would 
focus on the investigation potent in- 
fluences that might interfere with the 
successful prosecution of the charges 
against Senator Alids, to save others from 
being besmirched in the process of prov- 
ine the case. 

Everybody here appreciates that the 
Allds investigation has gone too far to 
admit of any let-up, nor has there been 
manifest any inclination on the part of 
those sitting in judgment to stay it until 
justice has been meted out and Senator 

lids has been either cleared or found 
_: But the investigation has already 

en prolific with collateral issues pro- 
viding ground for a further investigation 
which might seriously affect the peace of 
mind of men with grin political pulls. 

In the process of establishing a motive 
for the action of their client on the high- 
wavy legislation in 1901, it was found nec- 
essary, for instance, to make the written 
directions to kill admittedly wholesome 
legislation, which were sent by Senator 
Pjatt to the respondent, the mainstay of 
the Allds defense. In pinning the accuser 
‘down to every statement made by him 
that might reflect on any living legislator 
or politician—the bigger and more influen- 
tial the better—in order to bring out an 
array of testimony affecting the credibil- 
ity of Senator Conger, counsel for the op- 

sition got on the record the so far un- 
contradicted testimony of the latter that 
in 19032 he gave $5,000 in ‘‘ large bills” to 
Col, George W. Dunn, then Republican 
State Chairman, in return for a promise 
that he would do what he could to pro- 
tect the Conger bridge interests from 
strike legislation. 

Almost a score of legislators, most of 
tnem of no particular prominence, have 
been heard in rebuttal of Conger’s testi- 
mony, but so far the big guns have ra- 
mained silent. Up to the present time 
no word has been received from Col. Dunn 
that he is anxious to be heard by the 
Senate, and Senator Platt has manifested 
no desire to become a witness. In the ab- 
sence of any contradiction from these 
sources, there are many Senators who fee] 
that the statements made regarding them 
cannot be ignored.

About 9 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning a huge mass of 
water rushed down on her, and as she 
buried her nose into the onrush, the crest 
of the wave, lashed by the gale. leaped 
to the bridge. It smashed half a dozen 
plate-glass ports in the pilot house, bent a 
section of the rail, and went whirling 
astern. 

Another wave lifted up and whacked 
the overhang of the bridge, leaving a 
dent as though a rock had been hurled 
against it. Second Officer Cay and tgvo 
Quartermasters were in the wheelhouse 
when the wave struck the front and broke 
the glass. Fragments of the glass flew 
into the room, putting dents in the teal- 
wood partition. The room was flooded, 
but the officers were not hurt. 

The run for the twenty-four hours end- 
fng at moon on Wednesday was 524 knots, 
and up to noon next day 592 knots. After 
Wednesday the weather moderated and 
the liner put on speed. She logged 645 
knots up to noon Friday, and this was the 
record day’s run of the voyage. Her 
highest dav’s run on the westward course 
is 673 knots. 

The vessel came in with her taffrail flag- 
staff carried away. This was done by a 
sea while she was at anchor off Queens- 
town. The record breaker’s time of com- 
ing over the 2,889-knot course was 5 days, 
9 hours, and 59 minutes, and her average 
speed 2>.39 knots. Her record passage is 
4 days, 10 hours, and 51 minutes. 

According to Melville Ellis, a passen- 
mer, the voyage was a trying one and 
many of the passengers were sick most 
of the time. 


J. Bruce ismay Arrives Here. 


J. Bruce Ismay, President of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Company, ar- 
rived yesterday on the Cunard liner Mau- 
retania. With him was Vice President 
Harold A. Sanderson and E. C. Grenfell, 
the latter a Director of the company. It 
is said that they are here to attend an 
important conference of the companys 
heads this week. Mr. Ismay, however, 
said he crossed simply on his semi-annual 
tour of inspection. He expects the new 
White Star liner Olympic to be launched 
in June and the Titanic, her sister ship, 
six months later. 


TO LAUNCH A NEW LINER. 


Miss Steiner Chosen to Name the 
Montgomery. 


The Ocean Steamship Company of Sa- 
vannah will to-morrow launch its new 
vessel City of Montgomery at Newport 
News, Va. Miss Helen Camp Steiner, 
daughter of Mayor Robert E. Steiner of 
montgomery, Ala., who is one of the Di- 
rectors of the Central Georgia Railway, 
will name the ship as she leaves the 
Ways. 

The City of Montgomery is one of two 
large sister ships. The other one of the 
pair, the City of St. Louis, will be 
launched next month. Each of these 
vessels of the Savannah Line fleet is 
5.200 tons, with a length of 404 feet and 
a beam of nearly 50 feet. The draught 
when fully loaded will be 18% feet. Their 
makers say they are unsinkable. Both 
are supplied with modern equipment for 
the safety and comfort of the passen- 
gers, as well as for the quick handling 
of freight.

He said Gotthelf bought it, and he loaned 
the money to the law clerk to do so. 
That is how his check for $150 figured in 
this case. Under an agreement with 
Gotthelf he said he collected the rents 
on this property to recompense him for 
the loan he made to the law glerk. 

Furlong said that while he was FuneInS 
for the district leadership Gotthelf tol 
him he was accused of wrong-doing with 
& girl named Doman. Furlong said he 
wa sinnocent of any charge of this kind, 
but admitted that he paid $150 blackmail 
to Gotthelf to have the matter hushed up. 
The defendant said he learned some time

These have been as- 
sembled during the past thirty years by 
George T. Rockwell of Newark, and were 
purchase] by the city to form the nucleug 
of the museum collections, 

The paintings in the loan exhibition in- 
clude some fine examples, admirably 
chosen, many of them known to visitors 
at New York exhibitions, but some of 
them unfamiliar. Childe Hassam’s beau- 
tiful ‘* October's Gold,"’ a rocky hill with 
treés scattering their yellow leaves on 
the ground and a thin blue stream trick- 
ling over the stones, is one of the best 
landscap2s, J. Francis Murphy shows 
one of his triumphs, silvery in tone and 
precous in quality.

PLANS FOR NEW COURT HOUSE 


lf Carried Out New York Will Have 
the Biggest One in the World. 


Prof. Av D. F. Hamlin, head of the De- 
partment ¢f Architecture in Columbia 
University, has been appointed consult- 
ing architect to the.Court House Com- 
mission, which has charge of the plans 
for building the new Court House in City 
Hall Park, as now seems definitely deter- 
mined. Mr. Hamlin has presented his re- 
port to the commission showing the 
amount of ground on the north side of 
the park which is necessary to be taken 
for the new building. This report will be 
rresented before the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to-morrow, and if it 
is ratified the next step will be to deter- 
mine the method of asking for designs. 
It has not yet been decided whether this 
will be by open. competition or by invi- 
tation—that is. asking a certain number 
of the leading architects to submit de- 
signs—or by actual appointment. 

Particular effort has been made to se- 
lect the site so that it will incroach as 
possible upon the present sur- 


roundings of the City Hall. That a much 
larger part of the park, however, will be 
required is evident, as Prof. Hamlin point- 
The need for more courtrooms has 
increased considerably since 1908, when 
Legislature granted the Court House 
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removed. 

“The new Court House,”’ 
“‘must contain accommodations 
for from forty-five to fifty-five court- 
rooms, the Supreme Court alune requiring 
thirty-six rooms, The largest Court House 
in the world at present {Is at Bruszels. 
contains thirty-six courts, but if 
the projected plans for the new Court 
House in this city are carried out New 
York will in the near future have the 
greatest Court iiouse in the world.”

Station Figures Show That That 
Section Leads the City in 
Passenger Traffic. 








SURPRISES IN TICKET SALES 





East Side Elevated Lines Beat West 
Side and Subway on All Pos sible 
Points of Comparison. 





Figures covering the ticket sales during 
1308 at the stations on the two branches 
of tha Subway north of Ninety-sixth 
Street make an interesting exhibit in a 
comparative volume of traffic originat- 
ing on the east and west sides of the 
Harlem River, respectively. Taken. in 
connection with a comparison of the ticket 
sales on the Second and Third Avenue 
clevated roads in the middle section of the 
upper east side, and on the Subway and 
Sixth Avenue elevated road in the corre- 
sponding part of the upper west side, the 
ficures are being quoted by the advocates 
of the Broadway-Lexington Avenue Sub- 
way as evidence of the patronage that 
awaits that line when completed and of 
the need of traffic facilities for the east 
side. 

The Interborough Subway in 1908 car- 
ried an average of about 600,000 persons 
a day, the total for the year being 220,- 
991,212. It was designed to carry a maxi- 
mum of about 400,000 persons a day, and 
at the present time is carrying more than 
double that number. Hence the analysis 
of ticket sales by corresponding districts, 
representing the origin of the traffic, is 
taken as showing how the surplus traffic 
in the Subway,’ which must be transferred 
to some other line before normal condi- 
tions can be restored, is distributed, and 
where it originates. Increases of equip- 
ment which the Interborough has “been 
ordered to make, and pending changes in 
the length of the Subway platforms, are 
expected to afford the possibility of a 40 
to 50 per cent. increase in capacity in the 
Subway, but such an increase must leave 
@ large part of the surplus Subway traf- 
fic unprovided for. | 

Here are the figures showing the dis- 
tribution of traffic as it originates on the 
Broadway and on the Lenox Avenue 
branches of the Subway, the figures being 
separated so as to show, first, the ticket 
saies at the tnree tntermediate stations of 
110th, 116th, and 125th Streets on the 
Lenox Avenue branch and the _ corre- 
sponding stations of 108d, 110th, 116th, 
and 125th Streets on the Broadway 
branch, and then the stations from 135th 
Street to the terminus of each line in 
question:

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ELEVEN POLAR KNIGHTS. 
Recognition of explorers by the Brit- 
ish Government has, since 1832, de- 
pended upon the recommendation of 








the Royal Geographical Society of Lon- 
don. None of the eleven great British 
polar explorers mentioned below, who, 
incidentally, received knighthood for 
their exploits, has been honored in 
the manner this august society proposes 
to honor Commander PEARY next May: 

ALEXANDER MACKENZIE, for discov- 
ering the Mackenzie River, 1789, 
flowing into the Arctic Ocean, and for 
arctic and sub-arctic explorations, 
1790-1801, was knighted in 1803, at the 
age of 47. 

WILLIAM EDWARD ParRRY won the 
prize of £5,000 ($25,000) offered by Par- 
liament for the first commander to 
take a ship across longitude 110 west, 
1819. Eight years later, 1827, PARRY 
reached 82 degrees 45 minutes, (a@ rec- 
ord for farthest north,) and on Ris 
return to England was knighted by the 
King, 1829, at the age of 39. 

JOHN FRANKLIN, for explorations of 
the arctic coast of North America, 
1818-1827, was knighted in 1829, at the 
ace of 43. 

JOHN Ross, for explorations on the 
@rctic ceast of North America, was 
knighted in 1835, at the age of 58. 

GEORGE Bacx, for discovering the 
Great Fish River, or Back’s River, 
flowing into the Arctic Ocean, was 
knighted in 1837, at the age of 41, 

JAMES Ross, who. .had accompanied 
his uncle, JOHN Ross, in his north 
polar explorations, was knighted in 
1844 for discovering Victoria Land and 
other important explorations around 
the south pole, at the age of 44. 

ROBERT McCLURE, the first to ac- 
complish the Northwest Passage, 1850- 
1853, received a grant of £10,000 from 
Parliament and was knighted by the 
Queen, 1853, at the age of 46. 

RICHARD COLLINSON was also knighted 
for the same feat one year later, at 
the age of 43. 

FRANCIS L. MCCLINTOCK, for explora- 
tions along the arctic coast of North 
America, and particulariy for find- 
ine the remains of Sir JOHN FRANKLIN 
and his party. was knighted in 1855, 
at the ace of 36. 

GEORGE NARES, for explorations in 
the arctic during which a member of 
his party, BeEaumMoNnT, made farthest 
north, S82 degrees 20 minutes, was 
knighted, 1S77, at the age of 46. 

MRNEST H. SHACKLETON, who reached 
a point within 100 miles of the south 
pole, January, 1909, on his return to 
England was immediately made a4 
grant of £20,000 by the British Gov- 
ernment, and has also been knighted 
by the King, at the age of about 35, 


Excepting the three prior to, 1832 
each of these knights received 
the regular medals of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society. But on only two 
occasions has the society awarded a 
special medal—to STANLEY in 1890 for 
rescuing Emin Pasha and for his cross- 
ing of Africa, and to Nansen in 1897 
for his polar expedition. The Royal 
Society preferred these two before all 
the great pioneer explorers of Africa, 
including LiviINGsTONE, of South Amer- 
ica, of Australia, and of the polar re- 
gions. Now it places PEARY ahead of 
either.

A MILITARY ASSET. 


Lieut. James J. Mayes, U. S. A., has 
hit upon a means of the military de- 
fense for the country which deserves 
careful consideration. He discusses it 
in an essay for a prize offered by The 
Military Service Jourral on the general 
subject of military service and training 
and education therefor; and the essay 
will be published in the Journal for 
March and April. 

The main idea of the essay is that the 
Government should secure a reserve of 
some 20,000 young men available for 
a limited term as enlisted men in the 
reguiar army, and also sufficiently 
trained and educated to take commis- 
sions in the volunteer service, by offer- 
ing a sound military and general col- 
lege education to picked men in the 
large class who now desire such educa- 
tion and are unable to afford it. The 
number of this class, as we all know, 
is very large. They constitute the ma- 
jority of those who enter college and are 
unable to complete the course. They 
include multitudes who never goat s0 
far as the entrance to college. They are 
an important and valuable class in the 
community, usually 
resolution, and worthy ambition. They 
are excellent material for the most part 
for citizenship and the duties of civil 
life, and can be made to furnish a strong 
and trustworthy element in the mili- 
tary service. To give them both a 
civil and a military education of the 
higher order would be unquestionably 
a very great gain for the whole country. 

Without going into the details of 
Lieut. MAyzrs’s plan, it may be said’ to 
embrace the following points: The es- 
tablishment in chosen colleges of a class 
of cadets, receiving from the Govern- 
ment the pay and allowance of men in 
» the regular army, to be kept under gen- 
eral military discipline, to be instruct- 
ed for a term of four years in military 
knowledge and exercise, and to receive 
at the same time a sound general col- 
lege education and assuming the obli- 
gation, at the close of their college term, 
of five years” active service if called 
upon, their names also being placed on 
the eligible list for commissions in the 
voluntser service when organized.

They would have the 
education fitting them to do well in 
each. They would not exalt or decry 
either at.the-expense of the other. They 
would tend to know the real nature of 
both and to have a rounded conception 
of what true democratic citizenship im- 
plies. 
| We are sorry to say that Lieut. 
MAYES does not in some parts of his 
essay show that courtesy and good 
taste in dealing with those to whom he 
is opposed that we expect from an of- 
ficer. He adopts a tone that is need- 
lessly offensive toward ‘the advocates 
of universal peace and of disarmament. 
We may think that war is necessary 
and that it is the supreme duty of a 
nation to be prepared for it, but no rea- 
sonable man can deny that it is a terri- 
ble necessity, while the highest argu- 
ment for preparedness is that it tends 
to prevent war. Only in that way can 
it fully be justified. But Lieut. Mayrns’s 
error is one of manner, not of real feel- 
ing, we are sure. His plan of a mili- 
tary education and training combined 
with a‘ liberal general education rests 
necessarily on the need of the country 
for thoroughly intelligent and broad-

THE BEEF TRUST: ‘PROSECUTION. 

If the Beef Trust is guilty we hope it 
will be sent to jaltl. 
strictly popular, and we express it in 
order to qualify for the expression of 
other sentiments which also ought to be 


This sentiment is 


popular, but are not. 

In the first place the reservation that 
a corporation should be proved guilty 
seems reasonable, but by general agree- 
ment has no application to the case of 
a trust, or even an alleged trust. There 
is hardly a newspaper office where it 
is not sufficient to allege that any con- 
cern is a trust to have it. lynched in 
type forthwith. Even the Supreme 
Court of the United States dispenses 
with the evidence in such cases, being 
compelled to do so by that highly popu- 
lar statute. which declares that all 
trusts are guilty if they exist, 
spective of their conduct, good or bad, 

It is different in this case. We want 
to hear the evidence, not only on gen- 
eral principles, but because it is neces- 
sary. For be it remarked that the in- 
dictment of the Beef Trust is not under 
that Federal statute which has dis- 
placed ‘the institution of local trial by 
jury. The Beef Trust is indicted with- 


irre- 


proprietors and 
be 


anti-trust law or of its 
administrators. It therefore willl 
necessary to show not merely that it 
exists, but that it does some injury to 
the Commonwealth. Many high crimes 
and misdemeanors are alleged in the 
indictment, in the manner customary 
to the legal profession. If in fact the 
defendant villain has injured, defraud- 
ed, prejudiced, damaged, cheated, im- 
poverished, and oppressed New Jersey- 
ites we should be the last to dissent 
from the verdict of the petit jury which 
must pass upon the allegations. 

That has always been our preference 
among the yarious ways of getting 
after the trusts by law. The rascals 
are so ‘cute that any form of words 
which can be put into a statute they 
can comply with in a manner which 
looks to others like evading or break- 
ing the law. A petit jury’s verdict is a 
horse of another color, Nobody can 
tell what its finding will be. A dog 
learns its master’s law by being pun- 
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law is enacted and enforced tn like 
manner. Nobody can be sure of the 
common law in any doubtful case. until 
it is declared by Judge ane jury, 
wherefore it is held in most uncommon 
respect by those who find statutes 
meére cobwebs to play with. The in- 
dictment of the Beef Trust is no jest 
under the anti-trust law, whose super- 
fluity is illustrated by this procedure 
without it. We cordially wish the Beef 
Trust punishment according to its con- 
Guct, which means acquittal if it is in- 
nocent, for it should never be forgotten 
that the law is a shield as well as a

An Exposition ‘of the False Charges 
Against Him. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


In your recent item about the approaching 
trial of Mr. Tchaikowsky you refer to the 
Government trying him on false charges. Per- 
haps the public may like to know what some 
of those charges are. As'I have seen the ab- 
stract of the.material on which the indict- 
ment is based, I can give some of the most 
serious (7) points. 

One is that he was arrested with a false 
passport. It is true that he had a passport 
bearing another name, but to travel with a 
false passport in Russia is not a_ political 
crime, but merely a breach of police regula- 
tions, and it has no importance in itself. He 
had also the passport which he has carried 
for ‘more than thirty years; one given to him 
as a member of the nobility, which needs never 
to be renewed, and which is not taken from 
the holder. This, of course, bore his real 
name. Only last June I was with him as we 
visited Cronstadt, and he exhibited this pass- 
port, which allowed him to land. 

Several points relate to meetings which he 
is said to have attended in Russia, which 
were revolutionary in character. At every one 
of those dates he was in the United States to 
the certain knowledge of many of us. 

Another charge is that he was conducting 
@ campaign for a special revolutionary party 
in the United States. All that can be proved 
is that he came to this country on his own 
initiative, to collect money for prisoners and 
exiles, a philanthropic mission. He ‘had under- 
taken similar commissions from several par- 
ties, and appeared in America as a represen- 
tative of the whole: Libertarian movement of 
Russia, but not. of any special party. No 
one knows better than the Russfan Govern- 
ment how desperately political prisoners there 
need just such aid as he and hundreds of 
others have been able to give, for the condi- 
tion of men and women In the Russian prisons 
is terrible. The accounts that I heard while 
there of fathers, mothers, husbands and wives, 
sons and daughters almost starving, surround- 
ed by the vilest criminals, for Russia no long- 
er keeps her politicals apart from the lowest 
and most degraded convicts, were heart-rend- 
ing. Small wonder that a man with a great 
soul like Mr, Tchatkowsky gladly came to 
this land of plenty to sue for help for his 
suffering countrymen. 

The charge on which Russta apparently re- 
Mies to convict both Mr. Tchaikowsky and Mme. 
Breshkowsky is simply that they ‘‘ belong to 
an illegal party.’’ They may have done noth- 
ing, but for the last five years it has been 
considered ‘‘a crime’’ to be a member of such 
a party.

Suggests Next Step in Its Broadening 
Under Legal Sanction. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reading Mr. Nash’s interesting article.on 
the use of Clearing House certificates and the 
discussion of it in your columns, both editorial 
and correspondence, the point which has struck 
me most forcibly has been your own commént 
that Mr. Nash’s plan was not an innovation, 
but merely ‘‘ a broadening under legal sanction 
of an existing usage’’; in other words, an 
evolution, It seems to me, however, that we 
might go a. step further without danger tn 
recognizing the fact so well known that under 
normal conditions business is not transacted at 
all, or to the most minor degree, by the use of 
either metal or paper currency, but instead by 
the transfer of bookkeeping credits, chiefly in 
the form of checks against bank accounts, and 
in endeavoring to arrange a system by which 
in times of stress these normal conditions 
should never be disturbed, but should go on 
without interruption, 

Clearing House certificates, after all, are 
less a substitute’ for currency than a means by 
which the banks lend their resources to one 
another. They have performed most valuable 
service, but when the situation has become 
most acute, as in 1873 and in 1907, the banks 
have been compelled to tell their depositors 
could receive payment not in cash 
but only as they were ordinarily accustomed to 
receive it through the. Clearing House, and 
each time that this expedient has been adopted 
the acuteness of the situation has been re- 
lieved.

any conceivable circumstances exist in suf- 
ficient volume to satisfy the banks’ Habilities, 

In view of this fact there is absolutely. no 
reason whatever why a depositor who has given 
his bank by means of paper title to it, & car- 
load of wheat or of boots or iron or anything 
should have the right to claim that the 
of this be paid out to him in. gold of 
money except purely as an accommoda- 
tion.

We have now a plot about 50 by 1009 
feet, and last year we raised over 500 pounds 
of tomatoes, several bushels of string beans, 
asparagus for six weeks, enough to supply the 
table every day; about 100 quarts of straw- 
berries, two and a half bushels of potatoes, 
eggplants, peppers, onfons, beets, spinach, 
radishes, and lettuce, (the latter Hterally by 
the bushel, which we gave to the chickens,) 
grapes enough for two or three families, and 
cabbages w hich lasted until New Year's, I put 
up over 200 jars of tomatoes, catsup, chili 
sauce, string beans, peaches, and ears, all 
home grown and all the plants raised from 
seed in a small hotbed made by the good 
husband-man.

ONE MEAT PACKER 
BOWS TO THE COURT 


He Is Bathgate of New Jersey, 
but Indicted Ones Outside 
the Jurisdiction Hold Off. 








GARVEN AFTER THE BOOKS 





Not Within His Reach Now, but a 
Court Order for Their Produc- 
tion Will Be Obtained. 





One of the meat packers, indicted on 
Friday bythe Hudson County Grand 
éury for conspiracy and a number of 
other misdemeanors, sent in yesterday 
to Prosecutor Pierre P. Garven a prom- 
ise to attend in court whenever neces- 
sary. He was James E. Bathgate, Jr., 
who lives at 25° Berkeley Street, Orange, 
and is a ‘member of the Bimbler-Van 
Wagener Company. His lawyer is Rich- 
ard Hudspeth of Hudspeth & Lane, Jer- 
sey City. 

Mr. bathgate the only one of the 
twenty-one defendants who is a resident 
of the Siate of New Jersey, and this fact 
prevents the prosecutor from building too 
inuch on his ready submission. Nothing 
has been heard from the other defend- 
ants, and no intimation has been recetved 
as to whether they will waive extradition 
proceedings, which are to be brought if 
they do mot surrender. 

Samuel Untermyer, Richard V. Linda- 
bury, and William D. Edwards of Jersey 
City have been specially retained by the 
defendants to handle the case. They held 
@ conference yesterday afternoon in the 
Office of Mr. Untermyer, 37 Wall Street, 
to discuss the situation with Ralph Crews 
of Chieago, the general counsel of the 
packers. They had a copy of the indict- 
ment before them, and formulated the 
preliminary steps to be taken. 

When Mr. Lindabury was asked whether 
Mr. Bathgate’s surrender .would be fol- 
lowed by that of his co-defendants he re- 
plied: 

“ Well, he is the only Director indicted 
within the jurisdiction of the court.” 

“The others will fight extradition. 
then? ”’

No test of the validity of the indict- 
ment can be made till the defendants 
plead to it, and it was suggested last 
night that the packers might find it con- 
venient, if they can put off their extra- 
dition, to have the preliminary fight on 
the terms of the indictment, which the 
prosecution quite expects tuo face, made 
on the plea of Mr. Bathgate alone.” Still, 
the prosecution has no intention of hur- 
rying the defendants into a position of 
antagonism at the outset, and is pre- 
pared to give them pienty of time to con- 
sider whether it would not be better to 
submit themselves to the court.

Speaking 
of this aspect of the case, Judge-elect 
James F. Clark, who assisted in drafting 
the indictment, said yesterday: 

“We do not understand here why the 
United States District Attorney in New 
York has not taken this matter up long 
ago. It really concerns New York quite 
as much as it does Hudson County, for 
Jersey City is merely the storeroom for 
New York. If he had taken notice of 
the facts that our Grand Jury found 
without difficulty, there would have been 
all the unlimited resources of the, Fed- 
eral Government behind the attempt to, 
enforce the law. As it is, Hudson County 
will have to foot the bill for a proceeding 
of National concern.” °

CHICAGO PACKERS TO FIGHT.

They Cannot Be Extradited.

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—It became evident 
to-day that, regardless of the number of 
indictments returned in New Jersey 
against_the packers, the real fight, both 
Federal and State, will be in Chicago. 

The packers will fight the New Jersey 
indictments hard. They will contend in 
the first place? that they cannot be ex- 
tradited. The Illinois statutes, provide 
only for the extradition of ‘ fugitives 
from justice,”” and the courts have de- 
cided that a man who has never been in 








justice of that State. The packers con- 
tend that’ they have not been in New 
Jersey since the actions complained of in 
the indictment. 

The indictment, however, mentions @ 
meeting held in Jersey City on March 1, 
1908, at which they are alleged to have 
been present and planned the monopo- 
listic acts which are said to have been 
since committed.

MRS. VAUGHN ARRESTED. 


Wife of Professor Who Died from 
Strychnine Poison Held in $25,000 Bail. 


KIRKSVILLE, Mo., Feb. 26.—Mrs. Alma 
Procter Vaughn was arrested this morn- 
ing on a warrant charging her with the 
murder of her husband, Prof. John T. 
Vaughn. \She was released on $25,000 
bond. 

Dr. James R. Huil of Monroe City, who 
is also accused of the murder of Prof. 
Vaughn by strychnine pdisoning, was ar- 
rested at his home and will be brought 
here to-morrow. They are jointly indicted 
for the crime. 

Mrs. Vaughn came here from Monroe 
City and surrendered to Sheriff Williams 
at 8:40 o’clock. During a twenty-minute 
wait while lier attorneys were consulting 
she sat in the Sheriff’s office, and at 9 
o’clock she went into the Circuit Court 
room, 

Judge Shelton told her she was charged 
with first-degree murder. She _ replied 
with a nod of her head. She was calm 
until she was told to stand up and swear 
she would appear in court when sum- 
moned. Then she broke down and wept, 
and after taking the oath she sank into 
her chair. James 8S. Scott, her uncle; 
J. M. Procter, Jr., her brother, and E. K. 
Yowell of Monroe City qualified as bonds- 
men, Swearing their aggregate wealth was 
in excess of $150,000. 

Her attorney, William T. Ragland, 
asked the court to set the hearing, but 
Judge Shelton said it could not be before 
the May Term of court, 

Mrs. Vaughn was led from the court- 
room to a hotel and departed for her 
home shortly before noon. ‘ 

Some time after Prof. Vaughn’s death 
rumors of poisoning started, and were 
verified when the body was exhumed. 
The widow declared that if strychnine 
were found it had been placed in the 
body after death by her enemies. Dr. 
Hull, a friend of the family, admits that 


he may have been indisereet, but declares 
his innocence of tne murder charge.

Dir. Edmunds Speaks of Canton College 
Where Chinese Are Democratic. 

















The Student Missionary Volunteer Union 
of this city held its midwinter conference 
in Earl Hall, Columbia University, yes- 
terday. in the morning session, for volun- 
teers only, addresses were made by 
FBPhomas F. Carter and Murray S. Frame. 
At the afternoon session, which 
open to the public, Dr. Charles K. Ea- 
munds, President of the Christian College 
of Canton, China, delivered an illustrated 
lecture on ‘‘ Educational Work in China.’’ 
He emphasized the demand for college- 
bred men for missionary work in China. 
Graduates of Columbia, Yale, Pennsy!- 
vania, and other American colleges, he 
Said, were engaged there in Chinese edu- 
cational work. 

Dr. Edmunds’s slides showed occasional 
tall buildings. These, he explained, were 
Chinese pawnshops, which are generally 
in the neighborhood of fan-tan houses. 
The pawnshops were a eonvenience for 
the gamblers, who can readily convert 
their coats tnto cash when luck is going 
against them. 

In constructing the college buildings at 
Canton attention was paid not only to 
making them fireproof, but also antproof. 
The Canton College was the first to in- 
troduce into the Orient the American 
system of collegiate athletics. From small 
beginnings the college had increased the 
scope’ of its work so that there were now 
about 175 registered students. The stu- 
dents came from ali classes of the popu- 
lation and mix freely together, ‘‘ for the 
Chinese are very democratic in this re- 
spect.”’

in making the presentation speech to. 
Dr. Jacobi, who stood all the time erect 
and sturdy, with little trace of his eighty 
years, Dr. Charles H. May said: 

‘Tt is not in our power to add to the 
testimonials that have been showered 
upon you throughout the world by medi- 
cal societies and universities. Of most of 
the medical societies in this country you 
Lave been President, and for all medical 
men you have pveen ever a leader. You 
have never hesitated to assert your prin- 
ciples, whether in politics Or in medicine, 
and have been a leader in humanitarian 
as well as medical work, ‘ 

“You would be called the Grand OM 
Man of Medicine were it not for the fact 
that you absolutely refuse to grow old. 
Wherever there has been an opportunity 
to right an injustice to edical science 
or medica] men you have always led; and: 
as none has been so efficient, so, too, 
none has peen as humble as you.” 

Dr. May then presented Dr. Jacobi with 
a gold disc measuring 4% 
inches in diameter, chiseled by Mowbray 
Clarke. Dr. John A. Wyeth, President of 
the New York Academy of Medicine, the 
next speaker, said of Dr. Jacobi: 

‘There is not a man in this audience 
who is not under lasting obligation, per- 
sonal as well as scientific, to Dr. Jacobi. 
for his high ideals, From him we learned 
more than from any other what medical 
men should be. Age cannot wither nor 
custom ¢étale his infinite variety. He 
has been a.teacher and leader in many 
fields. Science and civic righteousness 
have alike been enriched by him.” 

Dr. Jacobi, despite his long white hair 
and eighty vears, looking scarcely older. 
and ce-tainly not less alert and vigorous 
than any .of°them, replied briefly to the 
tribute, and then traced the. history of 
the half century of his services here and 
abroad. 

“The proverb is that all things come 
to him who waits,” he said. ‘‘ That is 
what I have been doing quite bravely. 1 
have waited these sixty-three years, since 
Il ‘began what I have never finishea— 
the endless study of medicine; fifty-nine 
vears since I was ornamented with the 
outward signs of a doctor in medicine 
and surgery; fifty-nine years since 
was the chronic recipient of the urgent 
offer of a solitary’ bench in a Prussian 
State prison, which thirty-five years aft- 
erward was followed by the offer of a 
bench or—as they call it—chair on the 
platform of a Prussian university. 

‘‘ All these fifty-nine years I have had 
to wait until a few days ago—blind, deaf, 
and poor—the last of my co-workers and 
co-sufferers, a poor Socialistic tailor, 
Frederick Lesher by name, laid his weary 
old limbs that sixty years ago knew s80 
well how to fight, to his eternal rest. 

‘“Y have waited fifty-seven years since 
the homeless refugee and embryo doctor 
touched the hospitable shores of this Re- 
public; fifty-tnree since I aided in the 
foundation of tke German Dispensary, 
and was admitted to the New York Acad- 


got myself expelled from a big institution 
because I insisted upon less than 100 per 
eent. of baby mortality and upon saving 
a number by means of a farming-out sys- 
tem. : 

In a long life of observation I have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that social better- 
ment and equalizing humanitarianism 
both require and afford in our country 
more than in any other something better 
than a social revolution, for which 
looked fifty or sixty years ago; that more, 
and with less sacrifice, can be accom- 
plished by organization and evolution and 
co-operatien.’’.

Tibetans, It is Declared, Resent China’s 
Action, and Scaicered Chinese. 
Troops Are in Danger. 





PEKING, Feb. 26.—W. G. Max Muller, 
British chargé d’Affaires, has made 
friendiy representations to the Chinese 
Foreign Board on the subject of Great 
Britain’s concern over the situation in 
Tibet, and with reference to the preserva- 
tion of peace and order in the ‘border 
States, has asked China to state formaliy 
her policy and intentions. 

It is believed that the Dalai Lama, who 
wus deposed as head of the Tibetan Gov- 
erumcnt by the Chinese Government aftcr 
he had fled from the capital, has found 
refuge in Bhutan, an independent State of 
Asia in the Eastern Himalayas. Official 
telegrams received here report that the 
degraded ruler is en route to Russian ter- 
ritory. 











DARJILING, British India, Feb. °6.—| 
The circumstances surrounding the flight 
from Lhasa, the capital of Tibet, of the 
now depvsed Dalai Lama, the nominal 
head of the Tibetan Government, as re- 
lated here, are as follows: 

‘The Dalai Lama following his wide wan- 
@erings, arrived at Lhasa jn December | 
with authority from Peking to take over} 
tne Government from the 
Governors who were appointed following 





the invasion of the Holy City in 1904 by| 


Col. Sir Francis Edward Younghusband 
at the head of a British column when 
Great Britain secured from Tibet certain 
concessions in the matter of trade and in 
regard to the foreign relations of the 
eountry. The Dalai Lama was installed 
at the palace and monastery of Potala 
anid popular demonstrations. The ruler, 
who again received civil power along with 
his office as the head of the Lamaist 
bierarchy, pardoned a!l the Tibetans who 
had given aid to Col. Younghusband, and 
all went well for the first mo ath. 

Then the Dalai Lama protested to the 
Chinese Amban in charge of the military 
affairs because of the excesses of the 
Chinese troops on the Sze-chuen frontier, 
where they were sacking tne monasteries 
and killing monks. This protest 
served to stir up the whole question of 
the status of Tibet. The Amban declared 
that it was a Chinese province and said 
that he would deal with the rebels on the 
frontier as it pleased him to do. Other 
questions of authority arose, and finally 
tne Amban ordered into Lhasa 2,500 Chi- 
nese troops who were encamped in the 
Jutskirts of the capital. 

A fexn companies composed of the Dalai 
Lama's followers were hastily enrolled un- 
der the name of ‘*‘ Golden Soldiers.’ They 
opposed the Chinese troops, but being in- 
aifferently armed were shot down with 
much bloodshed. Meantime the Dalai 
Lama with threes of his Ministers and six- 
ty retainers fled through a gate at the 
rear of the palace enclosure and were 
fired upon as they escaped the city. 

Phe Dalai Lama does not intend to ap- 
peal to the Indian Government, his motive 
in coming to India instead of proceeding 
to Western Tibet where he would. be per- 
fectly safe, being because this way offers 
tae shortest route to Peking, where he 
can personally lay his grievances before 
the Chinese throne. The Tibetans gen- 
erally resent the treatment of the Dalai 
Lama, and as they have other grudges 
against the Chinese. the Chinese officials 
at isolated posts are in great de-ger of 
being massacred.

“TI have satisfied myself,” said the 
Grand Duke, “that the aeroplane is 
yet ‘far from its perfect development, 
and that this will not be reached pos- 
sibly for some years to come.

The trading element on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange yesterday took advantage 
of a budget of news containing numerous 
items of a rather unfavorable character 
to work against prices, and as a result 
quotations at the close of the short ses{ 
sion were generally lower than on Friday 
night. Included were a number of sharp 
losses, such as those in Unton Pacific, 
Reading, American Smelting, and United 
States Steel. Trading was _ restricted, 
however, and the declines appeared to 
bring out no volume of Mquidating sales. 
Among the news items referred to were 
those having to do with the negative an- 
swer of the HBastern railroads to the de- 
mands of their employes for more wages,: 
the announcement that Attorney General 
Wickersham had given audience to the 
head of the union labor organizations, 
who is frankly engaged in an effort to 
persuade the Government to bring suit 
against the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, Washington dispatches intimating 
the possibility of a decision in the Tobac- 
co suit upon the reconvening of the Su- 
preme Court on Monday, although in well- 
informed circles this is considered a very 
remote chance, and the reviews of the 
trade situation by the leading mercantile 
agencies, discovering some irregularity tn 
the pace of business. So far as this last | 
; named matter is concerned the reviews in 
7/2; Question were disposed to attribute the 
conservatism in placing orders, which 
they discovered in certain sections of the 
country, particularly in wholesale lines, 
in the main to unsettled weather con- 
ditions and interruptions to distribution, 
although the prevailing level of prices of 
raw materials has also played a promi- 
nent part. That business is still active in 
spite of such factors is plainly indicated, 
however, by the report of the American 
Railway Association on supplies of equlip- 
ment, the figures show a decrease in the 
net surplus of cars in the fortnight end- 
ing Feb. 16 of above 10,500, bringing the 
total idle equipment down to 14,809 net. 

In the weekly statement of the Clearing 
House banks the preliminary estimates of 
& Substantial cash loss were not wholly 
borne out, making it clear that . the 
banks had gained on unreported move- 
ments a@ very considerable proportion of 
the loss sustained on transactions with 
the Government, In the actual state- 
ment an icrease of $8,214,000 in loans

FAVORS MAYOR’S TAX PLAN. 


A. N. Gitterman Says Abolishment of 
Personal Tax Méans Step Forward. 


A. N. Gitterman of Marble Hill, in dis- 
cussing last week Mayor Gaynor’s pro- 
posal to abolish the personal property tax, 
agrees with the opinions expressed by a 
number of prominent real estate dealers 
in last Sunday’s Times. He. states that 
it seems to be conceded that the present 
system of taxation cn personal property 
is cumbersome, expensive, unfair, and irk- 
some. The revenue to the city treasury 
is infinitesimal compared to the amount 
which would be returned if the statute 
were enforceable. 

“It is a fact that the present method 
has been fruitless.”’ says Mr. Gitterman. 
“It has caused many citizens to swear 
falsely. . It others, who are

dence outside of. the city. 
numerous residents to unnecessarily en- 
cumber real estate, and in some cases 
caused subterfuges, as fictitious mort- 
ages, in order that the owners may place 
emselves in a position to truthfully 
state their bonded indebtedness to be in 
excess of the value of their personal as- 
sets. 

“The proposed method would be bene- 
ficial as it would abolish a reason for 
withdrawal of residents. It would elimi- 
nate the element .of personal integrity, 
and would do away with the present 
sharp attacks of resorting to unnecessary 
encumbrances. The existing method has 
been in vogue for so long a time that«the 
step forward seems theoretical rather 
than practical... But the age is progressive. 
Within the last year or two this State 
has taken a step forward in the matter 
of the registration of land titles. When 
this matter was first. mentioned, it was 
attacked on thé ground of the theorv 
and the question ‘Why change from the 
old established methods to the purely 
theoretical experiments ?° was often 
asked. And, as there, the answer here 
should be, ‘It is a manifestation of 
,kcowth and streneth to try and improve 
the well-being of the greatest number 
with the least pessible loss,’ 

“The result cannot be obtained without 
resort to the Legislature. ‘And in order to 
have the statutes properly amended so 
that-the new methed can be enforced and 
do the greatest good time, must neces. 
sarily be spent. At best the new law can- 
not go into effect until next year. There- 
fore those interested should ceasé mere 
talking. The occasion calls for immedi- 
ate action.”’ :

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‘WENA TRAPS’ WADRIZ FORCE:’ 


Captures Sixty Men and Horses with 
Food and Rifles. 


BLUEFIELDS, Feb. 26.—The recent si- 
lence of Gen. Mena was broken to-day 
with the report of another victory for the 
army. of.-the insurgents... This time the 
engagement was fought at Morrito, a 
small town about midway on the east 
Bhore-of, Lake Nicaragua. 

Mena surprised the enemy, 180 strong, 
under Gen. Pedre. Romero. The fight 
lasted only fifteen minutes. Gen. Romero 
and one soldier were killed and several 
of the enemy were wounded. Only one 
of Mena’s' men was wounded. 

Sixty prisoners were captured, includ- 
ing two telegraphers, and the insurgents 
also. took booty which ineluded 86 -Rem- 
ington rifles, 15,000 cartridges, 100 sacks 
of biscuit, 1,600 pounds of rice, 1,400 pounds 
of:beans, 1,00 pounds of sugar, 200 pounds 
of meat,.a large quantity of cheese, 100 
pairs of shoes, and sixty horses with 
equipment: Letters found in the enemy's 
camp showed that Gen. Romero had been 
warned to.look out for Mena. 

Fhe provisional leader, with 150 men, 
left St, Vincente on Feb. 22, Gens. Zelo- 
don, and Matuty remaining behind, and 
took a roundabout route, remaining in 
iiding during the day. Nearing Morrito, 
he split his command into small parties, 
and these -crept to the’ top of the hills 
around the valley in which Gen. Romero 
was camping. . 

Romero's forces were taken by _ com- 
plete surprise. They fired wildiv for a 
quarter of: an hour and then fled in all 
directions, not having time even to saddle 
their horses. Their commander was 
found dead on the ground. He was given 
burial, Gen. Mena ordering full military 
honors at the grave. 

As Gen. Chamorro is on the opposite 
side ‘of the lake from that occupied by 
Mena, confirmation of the report that 
the steamer Victoria is in the hatds of 
the insurgents is awaited with great in- 
terest. With this steamer Mena and 
Chamorro could join forees in a few 
hours, leaving Matuty to guard against 
the advance eastward of Gen. Vasquez, 
whose forces are reported at Acoyapa 
and Juigalpa. It is not unlikely that Gen. 
Mena will remain near Morrito, later per- 
haps making an.attack upon the enemy 
in concert with Matuty before attempting 
to. join Chamorro.

AUTO EXPORTS INCREASE. 


$9,000,000 Worth of Motor Cars 
Sent Abroad Last Year, 


According to a report just issued by the 
United States Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor the 
automobile must henceforth be recognized 
as an important and rapidly increasing 
factor in international commerce. The 
value, in round numbers, of motor cars 
exported from all countries in the year 
1909 is in excess of $50,000,000 to which 
the United States contributed $8,667,507, 
which represents a gain of 450 per cent.

since 1890. The total vaiue of American 
automobiles and accessories manufactured 
in the year 1908 approximates over $150,- 
000,000, This places the motor car now 
among the six leading articles of Ameri- 
can manufacture, a fact that testifies to 
the progress, enterprise, and prosperity of 
this country.

Automobile salesmanship is of two kinds 
—the sales of cars by the manufacturer 
to the dealer, and the sales of cars by 
the dealer to the public. Or, broadly 
speaking, wholesale and retail. So far as 
the wholesale side is concerned, automo- 
biles have been bought rather than sold. 
The demand from dealers has been 
enormous. It has been too great for ail 
of the factories in the country to fill, 
hence there has not been as careful appli- 
cation by many manufacturers of the 
principles of salesmanship in the distribu- 
tion of automobiles as there has been in 
most other lines of commercial activity. 

Many companies seem to go on the prin- 
ciple that as soon as the factory’s output 
is spoken for by the dealers it is sold. 
This is far from true. Cars are not really 
sold until they are in the hands of users 
at a price that gives a fair profit to both 
dealer and manufacturer. Competition 
is strong among the dealers, and they 
know that it takes brains and hard work 
to sell cars, no matter what the man at 
the factory may think. 

There are certain fundamental princi- 
pies in salesmanship which apply in the 
distribution of clothing, farm machinery, 
pianos, talking machines, or any other 
line. Selling is simply the art of influ- 
encing the human mind, and the things 
which influence the human mind are 
pretty much the same all over the world 
in all lines of business. The problem, no 
matter what you may be selling, is to 
find out what these things are, and then 
use them. 

The first potent factor in 
the public is good goods. 
amount of strenuous 
advertising will

strong salesmanship and clever advertis- 
ing to sell a “first edition.” Profitable 
business is & matter of repeat orders, and 
you can't have repeat orders when you 
Put out poor goods.

Sant statements. Automobile advertising 
has not been dishonest, but some of it un 
doubtedly has been careless. A great 
many p2ople do not believe many of the 
extravagant claims that are made. and 
this has an unfortunate result on the in- 
dustry as a whole. 

{am a thorough belHever in advertising. 
[t is sometimes possible to market good 
products without very much advertising. 
But these are exceptions. There has been 
many a valuable invention or manufact- 
urcd product which the world did not ret 
the ful] benefit of simply because it was 
not advertised, and there has heen manvw a 
ROcd product utterly spoiled by poor ad- 
vertisinge. 

The automobile business more than anv 
one I know lends itself to advertising. ‘[ 
&@im one of those’ who sincerely believe 
that the automobile business owes much 
of its present high move of prosperity to 
newspaper publicity. There is no business 
in the world right now which so fully oc- 
cupies the mind of the gencral public as 
the automobile business. There is no 
business which receives so much favor- 
able attention from the newspapers as the 
automobile business, I think we can credit 
the newspapers very largely for having 
worked up in the public mind so much in- 
terest jo automobiles. It is largely owing 
to their attention that there is such an 
unusual demand for cars. 

Automobile manufacturers, it seems to 
me, should do everything in their power 
to help keep alive this great public inter- 
est in automobiles. It is the most encour- 
aging sign in our business. Every one 
talks about automobiles and knows some- 
thing about automobiles, and wants to 
know more about them, whether they 
actually own cars or not. This is what 
we might call ‘‘ mouth to mouth” adver- 
lising, and it is the best sort of adtertis- 
ing in the world. But this kind of adver- 
tising has to be started in the first place.

I know of a recent case 
in which a young woman of one of New 
York’s best families not only ignored 
the hostess who had invited her, but 
came-:-an hour late to the dinner and 
made net the slightest acknowledgment 
by way of letter or otherwise after- 
ward.

‘‘ Many different peoples who have been 
living under oppression in Europe are 
thrown suddenly into freer conditions 
here, and at once begin to feel a sort 
of exaggerated independence—a feeling 
of ‘I’m as good as anybody!’ Secondly, 
T should say the barbarity is due to the 
fact that voung men have too much 
money and lead their lives as something 
not really worth while, neglecting for 
present lazy ease the higher and nobler 
things of. life. 

“Tt is'no excuse to say that incivility 
to women results from their new com- 
petition with men in business. It is one 
the saddest facts, the greatest blot 
on American civilization, that women 
should have to work for their bread or 
for that of the family. Their place 
at the fireside or at the cradle. But 
since they have been forced to enter the 
working field, should not men’s admira- 
tion and kindness to them increase all 
the more? The working girl should be 
the ward of every gentleman. She hun- 
gers for it; she longs to have men rec- 
egnize that she is respectable and of 
respectable family.”’ 

A canvass of prominent men and wo- 
men in New York who might speak 
with authority upon the question of 
New York’s credit or bankruptcy in 
courtesy and good manners brought 
out some variety of opinion, chiefly, 
however, tending either ‘to absolve or 
at jeast to explain and in a manner jus- 
tify the metropolis against Mr. Smith's 
charge. It is interesting to note, too, 
that the gentlemen of the older schools, 
hoth North and South, were among 
those most outspoken and emphatic in 
their assertion that they had never 
found aught that was discourteous or 
brutal or insolent in the average man 
and woman of New York.

The apparent 
lack of courtesy and ‘civil manners at 
times is due to the fact that here men 
and women live in a state of competi- 
tion stronger and more keen-than any- 
where else in the world. The main con- 
cern of the millions crowded together 
in New York is to get a_livelihood— 
bread to eat, clothing to cover them, 
and a rodf overhead. In this bitter 
struggle, it is inevitable that many of 
the external things of life, much of its 
finer show, should come to be looked 
upon as of lesser importance, and to be 
neglected. In so far New York might 
be called externally more brutal than 
of old, but only externally. 

“The outward deference paid to wo- 
men may also kuve waned somewhat, 
but that is easily to be explained. It is 
said very frequently—although I per- 
sonally have never found”“it to be the 
case—that women in the cars and on 
the streets are treated here with “less 
chivalry than formerly or than in the 
South at the present day. But former- 
ly it was not regarded right for women 
to appear frequently or unattended on 
the streets or in the street cars as now.

St. Thomas’s Church, 
pictures of which are herewith 
given, New York City will have 
one of the most impressive Gothic 

structures created since mediaeval 

times. The plans, which have now been 
definitely accepted, show a thurch of 
great width and height, while the inte- 
rior Will compare favorably with the 
famous Gothic churches of the Old 
World. After many alterations, the

plans for the new church are at last in | 


, the hands of the builders, and actual 
haiorkc will be commenced about the mid- 
dle of March. It has been decided to 
build the new church on the site of the 
old edifice at Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
third Street, rather than to anticipate 
the growth of the city by moving fur- 
ther uptown. No matter what may 
the encroachment of the business sec- 
tion, the new St. Thomas’s probably 
. will stand for centuries, much as Trin- 
ity has survived the residential section 
which once occupied lower Broadway 
and Wall Street. 

It is believed that the situation at 
Fifty-third Street will always prove a 
valuable strategic position for carrying 
on church work. St. Thomas’s will thus 
stand midway between Trinity on the 
south and the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine to the north. It will make pos- 
e sible a third great centre for church ac- 
tivity. By making the new church a 
great monument, worthy of the faith 
and of the city, its influence as time 
goes on will constantly increase. It is 
reasonable to suppose that Fifty-third 
Street will long continue near the great- 
er centre of hotels and convenient to the

A Single Tower. 


An extremely high tower or spire 
decided to be out of the question. Even 
the pinnacles of Rouen Cathedral 
the towers of Notre Dame would be 
dwarfed by a twenty thirty story 
hotel. The single tower fi adopted 
rises but little the ridge of the 
roof, and its impressiveness will depend 
upon the commanding 
beauty of its detail. This main front, 
facing Fifth Avenue, will give 
passer-by his principal impression. 
rnarrowness of the side street makes it 
impossible to view the entire structure 
from any one point of view. The east 
side of the church has, therefore, been 
worked out with the greatest care of 
detail. 
features of the entire 
sembled in this facade. 

The great portal will doubtless be 
the chief architectural feature of Fiftn 
Avenue. It will be as large as that of 
the famous cathedral at Amiens, and 
as richly decorated as the great north 
transept at Westminster Abbey. The 
enormous buttresses, the grouping of 
statues of saints beneath their can- 
opies, the fretted niches, the great rose 
window, and the deep porch will com- 
bine to lend an Old World effect of 
great impressiveness. The rifty-third 
Street side of the church again is de- 
signed to give an effect of massiveness 
and solidity. The architects have espe- 
cially considered the impression one 
will have in viewing the building at 
the sharp angle from Sixth Avenue. 

‘ The new church will preserve some- 
thing of the form of the old St. 
Thomas's, although it will have more 
than twice its bulk. The architects 
have endeavored to combine motives 
both from ‘the French and English 
cathedrals. There will be found a strong 
suggestion of Westminster Abbey in 
the general treatment, especially of the 
interior. The church proper will con- 
sist of a great basilica 214 feet in 
length by 43 in width and 95 feet in 
height from the pavement to the crown 
_of the vault. The general effect of the 
interior will be very similar to that of 
the Freftich cathedrals at Troyes or 
Chartres, when seen across the tran- 
septs. The general impression will be 
much the same as at Westminster Ab- 
bey except that the transepts of St. 
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‘The third 


The interior of the church will not 
depend upon the acquisition of paint- 


ings, carvings, or other details for the 
dignity of its effect. The floor, walls, 
columns, arches, and vaults will all 
be of a warm-toned stone. A wealth 
of color effect will be added by memo- 
rial glass windows, which will be larger 
than in most modern churches. ‘The 
lighting of the church has received 
especial attention, and the richest pos- 
sible composition of varying light and 
shade will be arranged. 

It is estimated that the new St. 
Thomas’s will cost more than $1,000,- 
000, It would be possible to build, from 
the present plans, in the modern fash- 
ion, using a steel frame reinforced with 
concrete and veneering the surfaces 
with layers of stone, and this method 
would doubtless prove far the 
cheaper. After careful consideration, 
however, it was decided that such a 
would be a “structural lie,” 
and that it would be necessary to aban- 
don the Gothic style, since perfect pro- 
portions would be out of the question. 
Despite the difficulties of construction 
it will be possible for services to be 
held while the new edifice is in course 
of erection.

ARIS is the abode, par excel- 
lence, of fallen grandeur. Mon- 
archs who have lost their crowns, 
as well as ex-Presidents and 

ousted dictators, are as plentiful there 
as blackberries on an English hedgerow 
in the early Autumn. Their appearnnce 
suggests a sombre note amid all the 
brilliant gajety of the French capital— 
the skull at the feast. 


But none of them has furnished in 
recent years a sorrier spectacle, or one 
more calculated to cause even the most 
frivoious to pause for a moment of 
serious reflection, than that presented 
by the fourth Duke of Tallyrand, Duke 
of Sagan, Duke of Perigord, and Duke 
of Valencay, who at the age of 78 has 
during the past week been gathered to 
his fathers. Completely paretic during 
the last decade of his life, his condition 
was such 4s to dictate to even the most 
elementary affection and delicacy on 
the part of his relatives. his seclusion 
from the curious gaze of:strangers, in 
.some quiet rural retreat. 


But instead of this he was kept on 
in-Paris, to occupy a dingy room. in the 
apartment of his younger son, Boson, 
‘inethe Rue de la Boetie,,in the _yicinity 
rof*the Champs Elysees, where on fine 
days he was on view to the public in

pdisrespect and manifest indifference to 
the comfort of his patient, bore elo- 

ent witness to cruel neglect on the 
ypart.of the relatives of the old Duke. 

If I have included the latter among 
pthe Parisiansgalaxy of dethroned rulers, 
sit is because during more than fifty 


ears»of the nineteenth century he exer-: 


cised @ sovereignty more powerful than 
'that even of an emperor. It was one 
which extended far beyond the borders 
wof France, and which in certain phases 
*may be said to have made its influence 
/feit-even.on this side of the Atlantic.

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In the last few lines of this account, wé 
geet another proof that Columbus was the 
kind of man equal to any and all emer- 
gencies. Of course the pole star had not 
‘‘moved from its place. in order to | 
allay the fears of his sailors, Columbus 
practiced some pardonable deception on 
them. and may possibly have changed | 
the points of the compass, a5 he had done, | 
eceording to his own confession, Olce | 
before. on another voyage, in order to} 
quiet a crew that threatened to become : 
mutinous. 

Were there some guiding, fixed star lke | 
the pole star, visible at all times, the 
mariner could not do better than put his | 
sole reliance upon it. But unfortunately 
this is not the case. The sky is frequent- 
ly. shrouded by clouds or fog, and when | 
this happens the sun and the stars are of 
no use to the mariner trying to shape a 
ship's course. The earth, however, be- 
cause of its being magnetized, is enabled, 
by some unseen force, to impart direction 
to the mariner’s compass at all times, be 
it sunny or cloudy, night or day. 

But, unfortunately, our planet is not 
magnetized regularly either about its axis 
of rotation or about any other diameter. 
Hence the magnetic poles are not coinci- 
dent with the true poles, as was thought 
in the early days of magnetic science to 
be the case. If they were, the navigator’s 
problem would be a very simple one. The 
magnetic poles are not even on opposite 
sides of the earth. Thus the north mag- 
netic pole is in the vicinity of Boothia 
Felix, approximately in latitude 70 de-| 
grees north and longitude 97 degrees west 
of Gréenwich, and the south magnetic pole 
is about in latitude 73 south and in longi- 
tude 156 degrees east of Greenwich. The 
magnetic poles are, accordingly, 1,200 
miles and more distant from the geo- 
grephic poles; were a straight line drawn 
connecting them {t would pass 750 miles 
away from the centre of the earth. There 
are, therefore, but very few places where 
the compass stands ‘‘true to the pole,’ 
as the old saying would have it, but in- 
stead it generally makes some angle, cast 
or west of true north; this anglejis called 
by the mariner and the surveyor the “ va- 
riation of the compass,’’ the more scien- 
tific term being the “magnetic declina- 
tion.”’

and not with those who invent or produce, 

This tunic is still high\priced. It prom- 
fises to become low priced in a short time 
if the public takes it up. It seems to 
have all the earmarks of popularity, but 
you never can tell, 

To begin at the beginning, as fairy tales 
éo and truth should, this tunic is strongly 
suggestive of those worn in “ Aida.” It 
has a rather long, narrow panel down 
front and back and at each side. This 
hangs below the knees. The top is a bib- 
like effect cut in a slight square back 
and front and finished with straight, 
short kimono sleeves. 

So much for the outline. The material 
of which these tunics are made is even 
newer than the silhouette. It is a kind 
of braid often made of linen and infre- 
quently made of silk. The elaborate ones, 
to be worn over satin or chiffon cloth 
Blips, are of the silken weave. Those that 
are to be used for linen and lingerie 
frocks are of these new soft braids. 

The design is a narrow lattice work. 
The braid crosses itself in small squares 
and is tigily knotted at each intersection. 
Over this work runs a design more or less 
ornate, done in a heavy padded stitch 
either of silk or mercerized floss, 

This embroidery is in keeping with the 
influence of the day. There is nothing 
dainty and pastoral about it. It is defi- 
nitely bold and Oriental. Only on the 
most elaborate ones are jewels introduced, 
and these are made for sumptuous frocks 
that will be wsed for dinners or dances. 

The most promising thing about these 
separate tunics is their variety. The ¢x- 
ciusive designers, as well as the large 
shops, offer them in many forms. To 
the knowing, this looks like a concerted 
plan to push the garment rapidly into the 
first rank. They are already becoming a 
window ornament, and this distinction is 
Bupposedly kept for ‘innovations and in- 
teresting experiments. 

The two tunics that are shown in the 
windows of well-known houses are both 
white; one is of linen braid, edged with 
@ narrow, thick linen fringe and embroid- 
ered with a heavy design in mercerized 
floss. 

The other is of glossy silk braid, with 
@ rather wide opening in its mesh and em- 
broidered with a heroic orchid design of 
white floss, faintly touched with pale 
lavender. This also is finished around 
the panels and sleeve with a half-inch 
silk fringe. 

The latter is not a new touch on tunics, 
though it appears so on-this modern gar- 
ment, for it was not widely taken up dur- 
ing the Winter; yet a few smart model 
Bowns made as far back as three years 
ago, when the embroidered tunic was in- 
troduced in Paris, had this silk fringe. 

It often takes two or three years for 
fome one thing to become popular, and 
then the majority dub it as new, and it 
probably had its revival two or more 
years back. 

It is easy to see why the white tunics 
are put in the show windows and the jet 
ones are kept on the counter, for the 
American woman has an eager desire to 
See the coming season portrayed or fore- 
Shadowed at least six months ahead of! 
time. 

As this is the month for showing and | 
arguing about Summer clothes, it is nat- 
ural that the white linen tunic should 
have the first place. The jet ones, how- 
ever, make a strong appeal. 

There is no denying the fact that every 
woman turns toward black as economy. 
it would not be quite possible to argue 
this out by sane reasoning, but it is a/ 
trait in the feminine nature and has to be 
reckoned with. 

Whenever @ woman wants to dye a 
£own she dyes it black, aithough it is one 
of the most difficult colors to get out of 
the dye pot. When she wants an econom- 
ical gown she gets it in black. When she 
has to buy one hat because she cannot 
have many, she buys it {fn black. Women : 
far too many of them, will buy an inferior 
quality of black rather than a good qual- 
ity of color. 

And so the separate jet tunic is greeted 
by every woman with a look in her eyes 
that says plainly as words: “ Now, this 
is a find! ”’ 

The jet is used in beads, not sequins 
and the design is geometric or Egyptian 
rather than curved or fioral. A plain 
Square is quite popular, also a triangle.

The really economical development of 
the tunic is in the Hinen braid, for it easily 
launders and will make an entirely new | 
departure in Summer clothes. The tunic 
may be worn over any kind of simple 
frock. White is preferred in it, even 
when the gown underneath is to be in a 
color. 

The effect will not be unlike the one 
given last Summer by the sleeveless coat, 
which was worn over all kinds of gowns. 
The white tunic over the white frock, 
however, will make far the prettiest cos- 
tume. The gown beneath may be of fine 
muslin, dimity, or handkerchief linen, or 
it may be of French linen, the kind with- 
out a gloss. 

It will not be suitable over a linen skirt 
with a separate shirtwaist, and yet that 
is Just what the fastidious expect to see, 
and dread. 

The jumper was abused in this way, and 
became a condemned garment. The minds 
of some women run toward a separate 
waist, no matter what is worn over or be- 
neath it. 

The economy in the white linen braid 
tunic is that it ad@s a dressy touch to 
several slips. When the tunic is attached 
the gown becomes conspicuous by reason 
of it, but this season one can wear the 
tunic or go without fit, as the occasion de- 
mands. 

-It Is a far cry from the separate tunieo 
to the new kind of shoulder line, but they 
are both in the new fashion and are no- 
ticeable. The Directoire shoulder, like 
the tunic, is not new; nothing is, for that 
matter, because the greatest designers do 
not originate, but constantly present old 
dishes with new garnishing. 

The open shoulder was worn in Rome 
during the Napoleonic reign, and has 
come in with the field hat and the storm 
collar. Here and there fashions Napoleon 
crop up after one thinks that everything 
has been said on the subject. 

This shoulder exposes the bare skin and 
is often substituted for the more obvious 
and commonplace décollétage. Many 
the gowns on which it Is used are cut to, 
the collarbone in front and the edge of 
the neck at back, and then opened for 
three inches down each shoulder seam.

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NE of the newer embroideries for 
household furnishings is called 
etamine, from the material on 

which it is Worked. It is simple in de- 
sign and atitchery, and almost mono- 
chromatic, in coloring. 

Etamine for art purposes is a firm, 
round thread linen, with the same slightly 
open weave as cotton and wool etamine. 
It is found in several colors for dress 
purposes, but natural or hemp tones are 
used for embroideries. 

This neutral background is worked with 
conventional designs that show both 
Greek and Egyptian influence, but with 
simplicity of motives and a 6bingle line 
treatment entirely iis own. 

Most of the patterns have grouped con- 
ventional figures, emphasized by dots and 
diamonds, the whole held together by 
single lines of outlining. 

These lines, besides following the shape 
of each unit or composite figure in the 
design, are used as a background. This 
must not be understood as the usual out- 
lined edge to finish a figure; it is, in addi- 
tion, a separate line at a defined distance 
from the unit, paralleling its shape. 

If one were working a lotus motive the 
surface would be covered with satin 
stitch in one color, and any irregularity 
of stitches is hidden by a close outline in 
darker tone, which is also used in another 


connecting straight lines, modified at in- 
tervals into curves, 


The coloring of etamine embroidery is 
as characteristic as its design. Only soft, 
harmonious shades aré used, and not more 
than three of these on one piece of work. 
The main figure is worked in cream color, 
pale gray blue, or dull sage; dots and 
diamonds are embroidered in old gold. 
Chinese blue or terra cotta to accentuate

Gold Thread to be Used Lavishly in 


Many Fabrics This Season---Hon- 
eycomb Stitchery. 


By ANNE RITTENHOUSE. 


ANDWORK is an important 
of the new blouses,’ a part that 
beautifies, but increases the cost. 
The woman of moderate income 

should, therefore, do this handwork her- 
self, even when her frocks are made out 
of the house. 

If very elaborate embroidery is te he 
done on a blouse, finish it on the uncut 
pieces of the material before making. It 
will be easy to plan a blouse to suit the 
handwork, and hurry is avoided for every 
one. 

This is impossible with the fancy stitch- 
‘ry so much used this season. It is a 
finishing touch only, and much of it can- 
not be added until the gown is almost 
completed. 

Elaborate effects are had with satin 
stitch embroidery. worked in self-tones or 
metal threads. These are much used on 
points of drapery to form inserts in skirts, 
and as yokes, collars, and cuffs, or as or- 
mament on the pust line. 

The padding is heavily done, and the 
“over and over stitch is worked with sev- 
eral strands of filo, Japan floss or rope 
silk. ‘The last is especially adapted to 
bold effects, and works up quickly. The 
one objeciticn is that it roughens quickly 
and does not last so long as the finer, 
closer silks. 

Littic or no shading is attempted. 
Rarely more than two tones of a color are 
used. A lavender crépe frock may be em- 
broidered in nalized passion 
flowers, in a shade lighter and a shade 
darker than the material, with gold thread 
outlinine the centres. 

Oriental embroidery is sometimes done, 
but more often the effect is had with 
bought appliqués or vestings. When work- 
ing in Oriental designs padding is omitted.

The terra cotta house, plans of which 
approved by the Brooklyn Depart- 
ment of Buildings last week, is to be 
erected at Avenue [ and East Ninth 
Street, in the southern section of Brook- 
lyn. This is an outlying district, like 
dozens of others around New York, where 
detached houses will be built by the hun- 
dreds in coming years. 

It will be built of 
blocks throughout, and that includes 
walls, floors, and partitions. In the floors 
the blocks are laid flat between concrete 
beams. On the lower side the plaster is 
applied direct, and on the upper side is 
laid the surface flooring of wood or what- 
ever other material may be chdsen. The 
effect of having both floors and partitions 
of fireproof tile is to make the spread of 
fire impossible, even if. fire starts. The 
furnishings of one room might be burned, 
but a very primitive fire-fighting effort 
would keep the damage from extending 
further. 

This type of construction for dwellings, 
though comparatively new, has made de- 
cided strides in. suburban communities. 
The Bronx has several of these terra cotta 
dwellings, the first one erected being that 
of Prof. James FE. Lough of New York 
University on University Heights, Ofily 
a short distance from this is another 
terra cotta house, the home of Amos IL. 
Schaeffer; an.engineer-of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. Mr. Schaeffer put’ up 
his house in a rather novel way, having 
the terra cotta laid by day labor, without 
the intervention of a contractor. This 
process has been followed in more than 
one instance, because of the ease with 
which the hollow blocks can be laid. 

The result of the approval of the. plans 
for the new Brooklyn house will be to 
open up a large field for fireproof homes 
in that borough. The building of. fire- 
proof homes has been more common in 
New Jersey. than anywhere else, In 
Orange, near the Mountain Station of the 
Lackawanna Railroad, there has grown 
up what is called a ‘fireproof coiony,’’ 
being a collection of hollow tile -houses. 
There are -other- operations of the same 
kind in Newark, where J. William Clark, 
the thread manufacturer, has started. to 
develop a big tract with houses of this 
sort. 

Perhaps one of the most striking illus- 
trations of the new type of dwelling is 
that of John C. Eames, Vice President of 
the H. B. Claflin Company. It is aitu- 
ated in Englewood, almost on the very 
edge of the. Palisades, overlooking the 
Hudson River. It is covered, like all these 
terra cotta houses, with stucco, and looks 
almost white from the river. 

One of the principal advantages claimed 
for hollow terra cotta block houses, after 
the saving in repairs and insurance, is 
that they are warmer in Winter § and 
cooler in Summer than houses of wood or 
brick. This is due to the hollow spaces in 
the blocks, called “dead air’ spaces, 
which are non-conductors of heat.

The Occupancy, of the new building 
while an interesting event in itself, has 
attracted renewed attention to the fu 
of the old Union Dime site, which in view 
of the high prices paid for the property 
have given it a_ historic place 
real estate transactions of the city. 
_for nearly thirty-four years the Union 
Dime Savings Bank occupied this valuable 
Broadway site, which fills the entire 
block front on Thirty-second Street, be- 
tween Broadway and Sixth Avenue, be- 
ing. virtually in the centre of a district 
which has undergone remarkable changes 
in recent years, and where realty prices 
have advanced far beyond the dreams of 
the .most sanguine experts a quarter of 
a century ago. The area of the plot is 
about 4,000 square feet. The bank took 
title in October, 1874, from Rudolph A. 
, Witthaus, paying for it $275,000, about 
90 a square foot, a price that was con 
sidered almost fabulous at the time. In 
Otober, 1906, when the bank contemplated 
removal, it sold the property to the City 
investing Company, of which Robert E 
Dowling, is President, for $1,000,000, an 
average Of $200 a square foot, a price 
which placed it in second rank for high 
realty values on Manhattan. only

The City Investing Company was not 
fo take title until the bank moved to its 
hew home, Mr. Dowling did not have to 
wait for this. before reselling, for last 
June,a syndicate of London bankers or- 
ganized as the English-American Realty 
Company, purchased the property at the 
price which netted Mr. Dowling’s con- 
cern a handsome profit. The 
amount of this latest transaction has not 
been made public, but the property 
held at $1,500,000, which would mean an 
average of $375 a square foot, and it is 
generaliy believed that the consideration 
given by the English capitalists was not 
far from this figure.

half a century ago J. Romaine Brown 
sold it for Richard Fy Carman for $87,500. 
Mr. Carman, as has been stated by Mr. 
Brown, set.a price of $90,000, and when 
he consented to make the deal by shav- 
ing the price he remarked with a chuckle 
of satisfaction,.

iImportant Decision by Attorney Gen- 
eral in Corporation Tax Law. 
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The Allied Real Estate Interests have 


.| received word from Congressman William 


iM. Calder that Attorney General Wickers- 
'ham has rendered an opinion favorable 
to the contention of the assoctation rela- 
tive to the right of. real estate corpora- 
tions to deduct in toto from their gross 
income the interest on mortgages where 
'real estate has been purchased subject 
to s mortgages. The Attorney Gen- 
era! in such cases the limite- 
tion restricting the deduction of .interest 
on an amount equal to the amount of 
capital stock outstanding does not apply. 

The brief for the Allied Real Estate. In- 
| terests in this matter was prepared by 
Louis Franklin Levy ofthe firm of Bis- 
man, Levy, Corn & Lewine. 

This opinion of the Attorney 
changes the ruling of. the -Secretary of 
the Treasury heretofore~- made, to the 
effect that such interest could in no case 
be deducted in toto, but in all cases was 
limited to an amount equal to the interest 
on the outstanding capital stock. If the 
Secretary of- the Treasury adopts the 
opinion of the Attorney General, real es- 
tate corporations will be greatly bene- 
fited. The point decided by the Attorney 
General. was not raised until the Allied 
Real Estate Interests presented it in the 
brief above mentioned, and the organiza- 
tion feels gratified that its contention has 
met with the approval of the Washington 
puthorities. The President of the asso-

—The “ Cook Block.” 

A piece of New York City property that 
was once held by King James II.:of Eng- 
land under-an old Dutch grant is to be 
sold by Joseph P: Day on March 8. This 
property, consisting of the two modern 
private’ dwellings 1,016 and 1,018 Madi- 
son Avenue and the adjoining plot at the 
southwest corner of Madison Avenue and 
Seventy:ninth: Street, is located in what 
is known. as the ‘‘ Cook Blotk.’’ When it

Two important deyelopments in West 
Seventy-second Street,:- between Columbus 
Avenue and Broadway, recently. furnish 
a Clear object lesson that’ the business 
transformatidn of that once. high-clasa 
residential block is well under way. The 
business future of this block has been 
several ‘years. The in- 
vasion of trade began over five yeats ago, 
but it was not as rapid as had been pre- 
dicted:* A few plans for altering’ some of 
the bro#nstone residences for . business 
were made, ones that attracted the most 
attention perhaps being the announcé- 
ment. that the late Mrs. Henry C. Potter, 
who had purchased 157 West Seventy- 
second Street, was to convert it into a 
store and office building.

RAILLESS TRACTION EXHIBITION 


HEN I was invited to attend a. dem- 

onstration of the railless trolley re- 
cently I unwittingly accepted. I 
Paid not know what was before me, having 
had no past experience with British tech- 
nical demonstrations. Hereafter T shall 


but that is all. A half ‘hour of thankful 
regrets is a small price to pay for the 
peace of mind of all concerned. 

First, the man who invited me was 
called from the city. In America this 
would have ended it. Not so in Britain. 
My host telegraphed a friend, asking him 
io accompany me. He telegraphed me 
that he had telegraphed his friend. His 
friend telegraphed me that he would con- 
sider it an honor to accompany me. Then 
each wrote letters confirming the tele- 
grams, expressing hope that the telegrams 
had reached me. 

We Americans flatter ourselves on our 
hospitality, bul when a Britisher sets out 
to be hospitable nobody on earth equals 
him. He is yours to command, and hurt 
if you don't command him. A flitting 
wish has only to flit audibly to be real- 
ized. You must be very careful what 
you say. 

In addition to myself, the Municipal 
Tramways Association had been invited 
to inspect the railless trolley. The pro- 
moters wanted to show them how their 
jobs would soon be gone, for railless trac- 
tion is to relegate the present trams to 
the shelf. As to myself, I was given to 
understand that I had been the original 
invitee, and the association had been 
asked as an afterthought—because some 
members might want to meet me—which 
shows how far &@ hospitable Britisher 
will go. 

When the great day came it rained. It 
rains often in gondon, and Londoners 
like it.

The laterai 
range of the British model is rather small, 
and it is a question whether the present 
obstreperous truckman would @s readily 
get out of the way of a vehicle with no 
visible track as he does of the existing 
tram car. 

It is not the aim of the railless trolley 
to displace present railways. It js pro- 
posed as a feeder from sparsely settled 
territory. where the cost of roadbed pre- 
vents railway construction. It is claimed 
that a railless trolley will build up new 
territory to a point where the density of 
population will warrant rail constructiou, 
It is quite likely to be adopted in Amer- 
ica to m®Bet these conditions, though il 
will hardly make a success unless the 
roads are greatly improved. Railless
